School children throughout An- 
tioch will learn fire prevention tech- 
niques from the Antioch Fire De- 
partment First Fire Protection Dis- 
trict during Fire Prevention Week. 

"We will he visiting about d 
dozen schools," said Rich Frankson, 
a member of the Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau. "We will see 4,000 kids in five 
day^ " 

i Umber 4th through the 10th is 
lire Prevention Week this year. 

1 his year's theme is 'The Great 
kscape— Fxit drills in the Home, 
KDITH.'" l ; ranksonsaid. 

He said that people who practice 
a home exit drill for five minutes a 
month, every month, will have spent 
one hour to improve their fire safety 
knowledge. 

"We're emphasizing the kids. 
That's always been our emphasis," 
Frankson said. This helps improve 
child safety chances in a fire and it 
makes them aware thai they do not 
need to be afraid of the appearance 
of a firefighter. 

All members of the fire depart- 
ment help out with fire prevention 
education. "All ranks help," he said. 
"It is all volunteer." 



The Fire Prevention Program is 
30 to 40 minutes long. The schools 
help out. "They've been very sup- 
portive." 

Young children in kindergarten 
will have an opportunity to see fire- 
fighters in full-gear. This is done de- 
liberately because the size of a fire- 
fighter will often scare children and 
make them hide during a fire. 

The equipment a modem, fully- 
equipped firefighter wears makes 
them look like Darlh Vadar, a char- 
acter from a Star wars movie. 

"They're going to hide from us," 
Frankson said. 

By showing children how fire- 
fighters look when they arrive to res- 
cue them, the volunteers hope to 
make themselves less fearsome to 
young children. 

The children can touch the fire- 
fighter, they can know him. Hopeful- 
ly, they will learn to run to him for 
protection when they are in a fire. 

Antioch Fire Department First 
Fire Protection District will send 
7,500 notices to residents in Antioch 
to explain I'ire Prevention Week ac- 
tivities. The letter will include a re- 
frigerator magnet to remind people 
to check smoke detector batteries 
once a month to make sure they 
work.

Brook sanctuary hosts first workshops 

Volunteers sought to help in restoring wetlands

Volunteers are invited to the first 
community gathering to yank Inva- 
sive species from the downtown wet- 
land sanctuary area on Saturday, 
Oct 10 at 9 a.m.. 

The initial seminar in the 
William E. Brook Wetland Sanctuary 
and Entertainment Center will be 
about invasive species with a practi- 
cal demonstration of wetland im- 
provement techniques in a work- 
shop session. 

"This is the first educational ef- 
fort," said Claude LeMere, Commu- 
nity Development Director. "It is be- 
ing given by the William E. Brook 
Fund Raising Committee." 

Dr. John Larson of Applied Eco- 
logical Services, Inc., of Brodhead, 
Wis., will conduct the educational 
seminar session for the committee. 
Participants shall meet at the en- 
trance to the wetland area at Or- 
chard and Skidmore streets. 



"The purpose of the workshop is 
to remove invasive plants and shrub- 
bery," said LeMere. "We'll be work- 
ing in the actual wetland area." 

Participants should be dressed 
appropriately and bring tools. "They 
should bring long handled primers 
and gloves," LeMere said. He urged 
people to dress warmly with boots 
and gloves. Waterproof boots, are 
also recommended. 

The ralndate for the seminar and 
workshop will be the next day, Sun- 
day, OcL 11. 

Larson is a research and consult- 
ing ecologist at Applied Ecological 
Services. As such, he works with 
clients on prairie restorations, wet- 
land delineations, environmental as- 
sessments, threatened and endan- 
gered species surveys, seed and plant 
identification, and seed harvesting 
programs. 

Larson received his doctorate 
in biological sciences in 1989 at 
the University of Wisconsin In 
Milwaukee. He studied wetland 
ecology and wetland restoration 
and creation. His dissertation was 
about the life history of sedge 
plants that could be used to reveg- 



In 1996, Larson prepared the 
wetland delineation, a joint appli- 
cation, and a mitigation plan for 
the William E. Brook Wetland 
Sanctuary and Entertainment 
Center for the Village of Antioch. 
He has prepared several wetland 
delineations for property in the 
Antioch area. 

The garlic mustard plant was 
introduced from Europe and is a 
quickly spread weed in shaded ar- 
eas. It occurs in disturbed areas of 
wooded fioodplains. The Euro- 
pean buckthorn also is considered 
an invasive species. Removal of 
both plants from the wetland 
sanctuary area will improve the 
quality of the habitat and allow 
greater plant diversity, a sign of a 
high quality wetland and habitat 
area. 

"There will be certificates for 
each participant," LeMere said. 

"We'll be having a planting 
seminar in the spring," he said. At 
that time. Larson will again pre- 
sent a seminar and workshop.

Indeed, she discourages those 
who wish to post a site without a 
marketing plan. 

Kailos is involved with clients 
to help them market their site. 
She knows the investment need- 
ed and the changes that become 
necessary to make it work as a 
business venture. 

Kailos told Chamber officials 
that e-mail management grows 
slowly as their business builds. 
Small businesses are not over- 
whelmed by mail from a nation- 
al population. 

"Get rid of the T-word," she 
said. Instead, businesses should 
adopt a business method. 

She argues that Internet sales 
are a business method, not a 
technology. Investments of time 
to make this business method 
work for them can become a 
competitive advantage. Business 
competitors who are not on the 
web are providing opportunity 
for others. 

The Internet is not a fad. It is 
not a CB radio, 

Kailos acknowledges that the 
pace of change is fast. "Be ready 



to be tugged and pulled," she 
said. "Learning Is a big key.".,,. 

However, businesses have to 
start somewhere, according to 
Kailos. "We are talking about a 
business marketing and advertis- 
ing arena, a method, a ; place for 
doing business." 

She said that products sold 
by direct mall and, display/ ads 
also may be spld on the Internet. 
If a web address is in the adver- 
tisement, It makes it possible for 
interest generated by the adver- 
tisement to turn into a visit and 
then a sale. 

Kailos said that she works 
with clients to help them learn 
how to use the Internet for suc- 
cessful marketing. She does not 
want clients who put up a site 
and wait. People have to learn 
how to market their site, and she 
is prepared to help them learn to 
do that>^ 

Kailos ended her presenta- 
tion to Chamber of Commerce 
members with an invitation to 
join her on Friday afternoons 
when ZDTV Cable Show broad- 
casts "Call for Help." 

It is a live broadcast for cable 
television. People in Antioch can 
ask computer related questions 
and receive answers. She invites 
people to key into 
www.zdtv.com to see what is 
happening there.

proposition.. By 1992, however, ';•..' 
many people were decidedly 
pleased to live In the town and a 
Centennial Committee had been es- 
tablished to celebrate the achieve- 
ment ' 

William E Brook and Linda 
Pedersen were co-chair of the Cen- 
tennial Committee and the celebra- 
tion of its incorporation as a village, 
"It was a week-long festival," Peder- 
sen said. "We had something every 
day that week." 

Planning for the centennial 
brought together groups arid peo- 
ple. *We weren't interested in doing 
a monument," Pedersen said. It 
turned out, however, that an old 
style "bam raising" for a playground 
did have considerable appeal. 

The first notion for such a play- 
ground had its origins In March, 
19B8 when a Roberts. Leather's ' 
playground was featured on the Mr. 
Roger's Neighborhood television 
program. It was pushed further 
along hi October, 1 990 when Ted 
and Vickie Axton saw such a play- 
ground In Sanibel, Fl a. , They later 
would see another playground In 
Rockford. 

An 8- acre park had just become 
available to Antioch. Vickie Axton 
was a member of both the Park 
Board and the Centennial Commit- 
tee. She knew the Park Board liked 
the idea of a playground at that site. 

The Centennial Committee was 
approached with the idea and also 
liked it. It would serve children and 
symbolize the history of the com- 
munity. 
bicentennial Committee co-chair 



Pedersen said, "We thought it was a 
great Idea." •"•'.i-;*;? 

v "The Village trustees said 'go for 
it'," Vickie Axton said. Trustees 
agreed to underwrite half the cost. 
The playground committee agreed 
to raise the other half. 

It was not smooth sailing, ac- 
cording to Vickie Axton. Initially, 
there was skepticism about organiz- 
ing volunteers to build it However, 
when it came time to nail all the 
wood together, the skeptics them- 
selves came to work on the project 
for a few hours and would, literally, 
stay a few days. 

Skepticism was not a problem. 

Playground architects from . 
Robert S. Leathers and Associates, 
Mike Cohen and Mickey Finn, had 
came to Antioch to meet with 
school children for a day to design 
the structure. "We had a children's 
committee throughout the schools 
of Antioch that kept the kids In- 
formed In their class and helped us 
design this playground," Ted Axton 
told people in 1992. 

Ideas were suggested. Choices 
were agreed upon. A design 
emerged. 

"They make it unique," said Ted 
Axton of the design architects from 
Roberts. Leathers. 

Construction started Wednes- 
day, May 13 with 372 people show- 
ing up to work. The number of peo- 
ple to work on it would increase 
each day, until Sunday. There were 
425 on Thursday, 439 Friday, 518 
Saturday, and 280 on Sunday. 

The Antioch Rescue Squad was 
present at all times to take care of 
- nicks, cuts, scrapes, a couple of 



bruises, and to wash some eyes but 
The fire department brought a truck 
over with a generator to provide 
electricity so wood sanders could : 
smooth all the lumber to minimize 
splinters. 

"And God knows What we • 
would have done if we did not have, 
the help of the public works depart- 
ment out here," Axton said in 1992. 

The construction site was laid 
out to create the modular units 
needed to assemble the dragon- 
and -castle theme playground. Chil- 
dren had an area to wash tires and 
prepare them for use in the play 
area. A childcare center, for the par- 
ents working at the site, assign ed 
children to make a magnificent 
chain of paper circles to surround 
the park for the ribbon-cutting cer- 
emony. 

There was a semi- trailer filled 
with tools that could be checked 
out People dug holes, shoveled 
dirt spread gravel, videotaped the 
event planted landscape shrubs, 
and constructed turrets. 

Children formed a bucket- 
brigade to pass sand to fill the sand- 
boxes. Other children painted pic- 
tures on boards to add an artistic 
touch to the final product 

A final task was to paint the 
dragon's tongue a bright red. 

A tent was used for meals do- 
nated by local businesses. "We had 
the Antioch Junior Woman's dub, 
the Antioch Woman's Club, Orval 
Kent Foods, Piggly Wiggly, DIMar- 
co's, Burger King, Coca-Cola, Nice- 
Ice, Quality Catering, Beanie's Taco 
Town, and Marriott Food Service," 
said Vickie Axton. Others who do- 
nated were Weasel's Restaurant 
Mama Nuccia's, Merkt's Cheese, 
Countryside Bakery, and Domino's 
Pizza. Maravela's donated the final 
meal on the last day. 

When it was over, the play- 
ground included a large variety of 
play areas that could be combined 
for unending hours of play. These 



Included: a pony, parallel bars, 
swings, a trolley zip-wire, a bumpy 
car, a haunted bridge, climbing : . - U$ 
bars, tire bridges, spider web, tire 
walks'; tic-tac-toe blocks, a chain • 
climber, vertical tire tunnel, slides, 
horizontal tunnel, onda locomo- ,. 

A safety-based decision was to 
spend extra money to purchase 
wood chips that could absorb Im- 
pacts of falls and also permit wheel- 
chairs to roll on their surface. 

The lasting impact of the pro- 
ject remains evident throughout 
Antioch to this day. 

"We still have, to this day, folks 
who point but what they've done," 
said Ted Axton. 

"Since then, I think this com- 
munity is filled with people who 
find it fulfilling to volunteer," said 
Axton. He also credits the history of 
volunteer commitment in Antioch 
to the success of this project 

"This community has been 
filled with volunteers long before 
we came along," he said. He said 
that this project benefited by that 
history. 

Pedersen said that volunteers 
came out of that experience and 



still work In the community on *■ 
mahyprbjecte. ' '■■'/;■ >'• 
{"•''-•■;;- VlddeAxioh said, "IF yoii just 
give a little bit of yourself, arid 
everyone gives of themselves, look- 
what you can do." 

To this day, a remaining group 
of volunteers keeps watch on the . 
playground. Friends of the Park ' '- 
meets once or twice a year to put . 
new wood chips down arid to seal . 
parts of the equipment with a 
preservative. People will call to tell 
Friends of the Park about broken ' 
Items.'./ ■■,:■". 

The Vulage Public Works De- 
partment does the primary mainte- 
nance. ■■: '■.,■ . 

On June 28, 1992, the park was 
formally dedicated. 

In 1993, the Centennial Park 
playground project received a first ^ 
place Governor's Hometown 
Award, given for excellence through 
volunteers. 

"It was a wonderful experi- 
ence," said Ted Axton. 

"It was much more than we 
ever expected," said Pedersen. "It 
was a lot of fun." 

"Antioch is a very giving com- 
munity," said Viclde Axton.

Four-wheel ABS is a safe, effective brak- 
ing system when used properly. It offers an 
important safety advantage by preventing 
the wheels from. locking during emergency 
brakingsituations, allowing drivers to main- 
tain control over steering and operate vehi- 
cles more effectively.

in the brake pedal when ABS is activated. 
Empty parking lots or odier open areas are 
excellent places to practice emergency 
stops. 

DOCONSULTTHEVEHICLES OWN- 
ER'S MANUAL for all additional driving in- 
structions on the anti-lock brake system. 

DONT DRIVE AN ABS-EQUIPPED VEHI- 
CLE MORE AGGRESSIVELY than vehicles 
without ABS. Driving around curves faster, 
changing lanes abruptly or performing oth- 
er aggressive maneuvers is neither appro- 
priate nor safe with any vehicle. 

DONT PUMP THE BRAKES. In four- 
wheel ABS-equipped vehicles, pumping the 
brake turns the system on and off. This de- 
creases braking efficiency and increases 
stopping distance. ABS pumps the brakes 
for you automatically at a much faster rate . 
and allows better steering control. 

DONT FORGETTO STEER. Four- 
wheeled ABS enables drivers to steer jn 
emergency brakingsituations, but the sys- 
tem itself does not steer.

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With the arrival of warm summer weather, boating 
becomes a favorite past-time for many people. Boating can be 
fun for people of all ages as they engage in activities such as 
fishing, water skiing, soaking up the sun or just passing time. In 
addition to the recreation it provides, boating can pose a risk to 
those of us who have over-consumed alcohol. 

To keep boating safe and fun for everyone, Lake County 
Sheriff Gary Del Re has issued the following safety tips for boat- 
ing. 

Laws differ 

Before addressing the dangers of drinking and boating, 
some focus on the initial risks Inherent to operating a water- 
craft would be helpful. First, it's important to realize that there 
are different laws for land and water vehicles. 

• Unlike motor vehicle drivers, boaters don't need to be 
tested or licensed. A child may be as young as 10 years old and 
may operate a power boat provided they are accompanied by 
and under the direct control of a parent or guardian, or; a per- 
son at least 18 years of age designated by a parent or guardian. 

■ Additionally, speed limits don't exist on many waterways, 
allowing for hazardous speeds and deep wakes. 

Know equipment 

• By nature, boats are complex machines and are at least as 
complicated as driving a car. However, unlike most passengers 
cars, boats don't come furnished with the kind of safety equip- 
ment that is found in automobiles, such as safety belts and air 
bags. Furthermore, since boats aren't created with mechanical 
braking systems, operators must be able to judge the amount of 
stopping distance ahead of them at all times. In addition to the 
handling characteristics already mentioned, boats steer from 
the rear. Waves, currents and wind can all have an influence on 
how a boat responds. 

Night time marine safety is also very important since most 
boats don't come equipped with headlights. Instead of front 
lights, boats are flanked by one small green and one small red 
light possible that they may confuse these lights with small 
buoys, distant water craft or reflections in the water. What 
makes operating a boat under the influence of alcohol a risky 
proposition in addition to these factors? 

How alcohol effects reaction 

Del Re says that "responsible boating enthusiasts should be 
aware of how alcohol affects the body and how outside factors 
contribute to this effect." Alcohol aside, in three hours of nor- 
mal boating, the noise, motion, sun, wind and glare can fre- 
quently double an individual's reaction time. Adding alcohol to 
the mix can have an adverse effect on already over-extended 
capabilities. Alcohol causes the further deterioration of critical 
mental and physical capabilities such as judgment, vision, 
response time, alertness, balance and hearing. These impaired 
physical and mental skills seriously impact boat operator skills 
by: 

• Causing dizziness. A moment of dizziness can lead to dis- 
aster on the water. 

• Restricting vision. Alcohol can create tunnel vision, 
reducing peripheral vision and operator scanning ability. 
Alcohol can impair a persons ability to focus on objects and it 
can reduce your night vision, especially reds and greens — the 
colors of running lights. 

• Judgment: Operators ability to determine stopping dis- 
tances, etc., may be greatly impaired.

Since 1856, Dells Boat Tours of Wisconsin Dells have provided 
visitors with a first-hand look at some of Wisconsin's most awe- 
inspiring scenery--along with fun and fascinating legends and fig- 
ures from the regions past. Stories of the awesome impact of the 
glacial age, fearless rivermen and the Dells' original Native 
American inhabitants are wound together against the backdrop of 
beautiful, prehistoric rock formations. As Wisconsin celebrates is 
sesquiceniennial, the DeUs Boat Tours serve as a time capsule, tak- 
ing people back to an unspoiled landscape where one can still 
experience thrilling, colorful and scenic part of Wisconsin's history.

leaping the chasm between "Stand Rock" and the main cliff. Today, 
in celebration of Wisconsin's sesquicentennial, tour participants 
can again see a man, dressed in clothing from the late 1800s, jump- 
ing over the five-and-a-half-foot chasm— just like when H. H. 
Ik'nncn took his landmark photo. 

The second shorelanding visitors will enjoy on the Upper Delis 
Boat Tour Is called "Witches Gulch." This area was previously 
impassable to early Dells visitors and was only added to the tour 
after the Wisconsin Dells dam was built on the Wisconsin River in 
1908. Years of back-breaking work were required to build the walks 
which visitors use to tour through the glen today. 

The Upper Dells Is also home to what was once the most dan- 
gerous part of the river, the Narrows. Lumber raftsmen, who trans- 
ported freshly-hewn timber from northern forests in the form of 
giant floating rafts, had to navigate this narrow treacherous pas- 
sage. One bend in the watercourse, a nearly right-angle turn, 
earned the nickname "Devil's Elbow." 

To slightly ease the danger, the rafts were disassembled into 
sections called "rapids pieces," and a full crew would take each 
piece through the Narrows. Nevertheless, rafts still crashed against 
the rocks and men drowned as they tried to navigate the treacher- 
ous waters. 

A tour of the Lower Dells, which lasts approximately an hour, is 
also available for guests to the Wisconsin Dells region. Tour partici- 
pants will notice the river is wider here, and may also spot an occa- 
sional iron ring in the cliffs. These are "rafter's hooks," used by the 
raftsmen to help rejoin the rapids pieces once they reached the 
calmer, wider Lower Dells. 

Located nearly half-way between Minneapolis/St Paul and 
Chicago, Wisconsin Dells iseasy to reach by Interstate 90 and 94. All 
major highways such as routes U.S. 16, 12, 51 and 41 also lead to the 
Dells area. The historic Dells Boat Tours run daily from early April 
through early November. Tours run daily every 20 to 30 minutes 
during summer months; less frequently during spring and fail.

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Fantasy football is sweeping the nation, and this form of'accepted' gambling has become 
big business for magazines, on-line publications, and neighborhood circles

Thousands of people in Lake 
County are betting on foot- 
ball. Not on football teams 
but Individuals. In the past 
it was called a football rotlsserie 
league. These days, it's called fantasy 
football, and it sweeping the na- 
tion—and Lake County. 

Dozens of local and national 
magazines are devoted solely to fan- 
tasy football. Many year-round 
sports magazines have regular sec- 
tions for fantasy football statistics 
and tips. The Internet is littered with 
fantasy football- related pages, and 
even the major television networks 
run fantasy football statistics in their 
broadcasts— even including a con- 
stant ticker at the bottom of the 
screen. 

The concept of fantasy football 
has been around for years, and the 
basic format involves each person 
composing a "team"'of NFL players, 
regardless of the player's team affili- 
ation. 

In most standard leagues, a fan- 
tasy football team consists of one 
quarterback, two running backs, two 
receivers, a tight end, a kicker and a 
defense/special teams. 

Most leagues will be made up of 
eight to 12 teams, with each team 
consisting of starters mentioned 
above, and back-ups at each posi- 
tion. 

At the beginning of the NFLsca- 
son, each person (team) involved In 



the league will meet for a draft 
Then, each team drafts players at 
particular positions to fit specific 
needs.

"The league I'm in 
now is purely a yardage 
league," said Don Looy- 
er, a Grayslake resident 
and graduate of 
Grayslake High School. 
"But I've been playing 
for 13 years." 

Looyer Is the typical fantasy 
football player, and has been in a

clear— gambling Even though a 
league maybe structured for fun, 
virtually no league would exist if it 
were not for money. 

"I've been in leagues where each 
team paid $350 at the beginning of 
the season," said Looyer. "I know of 
a couple leagues where it's $1 ,000 
per team." 

But Looyer admits 
that when that much 
money is Involved, the 
league becomes less 
fun and more of a 
time-consuming seri- 
ous thing 

"It became too seri- 
ous {the $350 league). 
So a bunch of us decid- 
ed to make it $150 a 
team to play for the fun 
of it," said Looyer.'' 
And how does a 
team (person) make 
money playing this sta- 
tistics-oriented game? 
"We have a weekly 
bonus for the team 
with the highest point

there's a pay-out to the 
winner and top finish- 
ers," said Looyer.

"It's a fun thing Everybody In 
our league has known each other for 
some time — we're golfing buddies," 
said Looyer. "It gives us an excuse to 
meet every week and talk about 
things — waivers, pick-ups, trades, 
and things not related to fantasy 
football" 

"We don't get together as often 
as we'd like, so this gives us a com- 
mitment to get together," said Keith 
Echtenacher, of Wildwood.

than anything else. You can calmly 
let your daughter know that there 
are certain things that are appropri- 
ate to be speaking about and cer- 
tain things that aren't. 

It might also be important to 
tell your daughter that the acts 
being discussed are things that nor- 
mal adults don't even want to dis- " 
cuss most of the lime. You want to 
let her know that you are not hold- 
ing anything from her because you 
want her to feel bad, but that you 
are trying to protect her from 
things she just doesn't need to 
know at this age. 

Her friends will most likely con- 
tinue to discuss it and she may feel 
left out. If she continues to push 
the issue, it will need to take on the 
same type of feeling as if her friends 
were doing anything else that you 
didn't want her to participate in. 
You can tell her that talking about 
the position (he president is in is 
O.K. as long as she is keeping her 
discussion to the facts that can be 



talked about without embarrass- 
ment (unfortunately there aren't 
many). Now, you do need to realize 
that if you don't talk with her about 
it, or allow her to talk to others 
about It, she may ask people at 
school anyway, and you need to be 
prepared for that contingency 
should it occur. Should that hap- 
pen, she will definitely need you to 
be there to talk with her about It. 

Sometimes, it becomes difficult 
to limit our kids when those around 
them are not being limited. This is 
an extremely important part of par- 
enting and the very things that will 
help your kids leam how to pick 
between right and wrong. It is also 
the way your kids leam to live by 
the values you try to teach them.

How to find help for the family caring for 

a relative with Alzheimer's disease 



in any given year, six out of 1,000 
people ages 65 to 69 are expected to 
develop Alzheimer's disease. That 
figure increases to 84 out of 1 ,000 for 
those at least 85 years old. 

Currently, about four million 
Americans have at least a mild form 
of Alzheimer's and among those age 
85 and older, about 47 percent have 
the disease. 

Hundreds of scientific articles 
have been published on the disease, 
and research into its causes has 
increased dramatically, but scientists 
have not found its cause or how to 
arrest or cure it. 

"Often neglected are relatives 



who care for the victims of the dis- 
ease, because a diagnosis of 
Alzheimer's changes the life not only 
of the patient but the entire family." 
says Hedy Ciocci, RN„ BSN., of 
Council for Jewish Elderly (CJE), a 
non-profit organization. 

"Some studies show high 
depression rates for the family— 
anywhere from 40 to 65 percent of 
family caregivers have significant 
depression symptoms.

• Alzheimer's Care Resi- 
dences, When it becomes too diffi- 
cult to keep the Alzheimer's patient 
at home, there are now humane, lov- 
ing environments that provide 
"round-the-clock care.

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Preserving your garden 



While visiting my mom over (he 
weekend I noticed she had a 
pretty bouquet of Rowers hang- 
ing upside down behind the 
door in her spare bedroom. They were a mix- 
ture of roses, delphiniums, asters and baby's 
breath. They were drying quite beautifully, 
too, I must say, Yesterday, I brought in some 
blue salvia to dry for winter color. This is your 
final opportunity to pick and dry blooms be- 
fore the first frost hits, which can really be 
anytime now. 

There arc basically two methods of pre- 
serving flowers to use in bouquets. One is by 
hanging them until they dry, and the other is 
by immersing the flower in some sort of 
medium that will draw out moisture, leaving 
color and shape more or less intact. Pressing 
distorts the shape of the bloom, and glycerin 
doesn't work too well on flowers, because it 
turns them dark. But it is fine for leaves. 

For obvious reasons the easiest method is 
to dry by hanging, and that is the only one 
I've ever attempted. You need a warm, dark, 
well-ventilated place — an attic, closet, or fur- 
nace room — where the drying flowers and 
herbs can hang undisturbed for weeks at a 
time. Pick flowers in the morning after the 
dew has dried but before the sun has grown 
hot — and do this before they begin to drop 
their petals. Then simply hang the plants up- 
side down in a warm place to dry, Hang large 
flowers individually, small flowers and herbs 
in bunches bound by rubber bands. This 
method works well for most flowers. 

You want the bunches to be small, be- 
cause with larger ones flowers in (he center 
do not have the air circulation to prevent 
mildew. Also, crowding blossoms together 
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will press them out of shape. Of course, re- 
sults vary from time to time, the weather af- 
fects drying conditions and the quality and 
moisture content of the flowers themselves. 

Many grasses and seed heads can be 
dried flat on brown paper and other flowers 
with large heads that partially dry on their 
own stem, like hydrangea, can be left to dry 
upright. Also flowers of the deep shades of 
red {like roses) darken as they dry, and are not 
the best to choose for drying, stick to the 
medium rose and pink shades. 

And for the second method — fine sand is 
an old choice. Place the flowers In a plastic 
box (cardboard absorbs too much moisture) 
and pour the sand carefully around the flow- 
ers, making sure it gets between the petals. 
Once flowers are dry, they need to be careful- 
ly removed and brushed tightly to get rid of 
grains that may be still clinging to them. 
These will usually have to be wired to stem. 
Remember though, the enemies of successful 
drying are sunlight and humidity. So keep 
that in mind when selecting a location for the 
finished project. Until later, peace.

Prairie Crossing 
praised but ignored 

Prairie Crossing, the environmentally friendly subdivi- 
sion on Rte. 45 between Grayslake and Mundelein, 
continues to attract attention and praise as a model 
suburban development. 
When a forum was held at Elgin last week on develop- 
ment in growth-happy Fox Valley, Prairie Crossing was held 
out for recognition as an enlightened project that blends to- 
gether homes, wetlands, lakes, prairie and farming. 

The program was attended by government officials, de- 
velopers, land planners, builders and engineers. If prece- 
dent prevails, the attendees alt will ignore what they learned 
about Prairie Crossing, opting for high density and plunder- 
ing the environment. 

Conventional development might have resulted in 1,400 
homes being built at Prairie Crossing. Instead, plans for the 
670-acre site call for 317 homes ultimately. An executive ac- 
knowledged that revenue was given up due to lower density, 
but that was offset by savings in other phases of develop- 
ment like sewer and water hookups, and roadway construc- 
tion. With homes in the $200,000 to $400,000 range, Prairie 
Crossing isn't expected to be a financial failure. 

Old-fashion greed obviously is a factor in turning open 
space into rooftops. So is convention. The building indus- 
try continues to come up with ever new materials, features 
and exciting designs. Bigger homes go up on smaller lots. 
But don't single out builders and developers for blame. Far 
too many public officials, planners and engineers also are 
locked into the ways of the past. 

As much as Prairie Crossing represents a promise of the 
future, the innovative community stands as an oddity, per- 
haps an interesting accident, but an accident nonetheless to 
be avoided at all costs. Too bad.

Will deliberately chose Butler, partly 
because he was an excellent bunter 
(once compiling 4 1 bunt singles in a 
season), but mostly because he ad- 
mires Buder's professionalism and 
grace in the face of adversity.

Butler was in town Thursday 
night, serving as guest speaker at the 
10th Keith Ryan Scholarship Fund 
and Sports Banquet at Midlane 
Country Club.Wadsworth. During 
his illustrious big league career, But- 
ler seldom got back to Ubertyville 
where his mother was employed for 
many years in the village hall. So his 
appearance was a memorable event.

But sometimes animal wardens ''' 
are called upon to handle more dan- 
gerous and exotic duties. Like the 
time a Libertyville man reported 
that his pet lion and tiger had gotten 
loose. -,'. 

*We were asked to try to capture 
them," recalls Len Hackl, who has 
been Lake County's chief warden the 
last 21 years. "It was a little scary but 
we did It We had to Immobilize 
them with drugged darts. 

"The owner said they were pret- 
ty much trained and accustomed to 
people, and probably wouldn't at- 
tack us. When we found them they 
weren't far from their home." 

Hack! and his staff of six war- 
dens operate out of offices and ken- 
nels in Mundelein, off Route 03. 
Their main function is the Investiga- 
tion of animal bites and the threat of 
rabies. 

Another memorable experience 
was the time they were called to pick 
up an armadillo, an armor-encased 
mammal that doesn't belong up 
North. 

It so happened a Lake County 
warden was headed for a seminar In 
Oklahoma, so he took die critter 
with him and released It there In its 
natural habitat 

That warden did happen to be a 
man, but It came as a surprise to me . 
that five of Hack! 's colleagues are • 
women. 

Tears ago, training seminars 
Would attract a too miulot men and., 
maybe one or two womeri," Hackl ■%' 
says. "Now Jrsjust the opposite, and 
rightly so. Women are good with ani- 
mals and good with people." 

The animal-warden team is a 
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branch of the Lake County Health 
Department When pets are vacci- : 
nated they are registered with that > 
department and their owners re- 
ceive rabies certificates and tags. 

These records are helpful, Hackl 
says, "because if pets get lost are Wt 
by cars or otherwise injured, by 
checking the tags we can find their 
owners." 

Not all of the wardens' work is 
storybook pleasant; much of it is as- 
sociated with the abuse of animals. 

"We get calls from neighbors re- 
porting people not caring for, or be- 
ing cruel, to their animals," Hackl 
says. "There a lot of good pet owners 
but a lot that aren't. That's probably 
the worst part of the Job. The ani- 
mals didn't ask to be put in unpleas- 
ant unfair and unloving situations." 

Just recently, the wardens an- 
swered a sheriffs department com- 
plaint that a couple had 50 cats at 
their home. 

That was just the tip of one of 
nature's icebergs; It has been esti- 
mated that two unfixed cats and 
their offspring can produce more 
than 80 million cats In 10 years. 

The couple agreed to let the ani- 
mal wardens handle the situation , 
. and, as usual, three shelters offered ;.. 
to help: Saye r a-Pet In Graydake, Oi- 
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wJD find homcstb'ras ■:■' "*" 
many of the cats as they can, so •- '.'

Creative financing for those larger, more expensive homes 



The belief that "more" is often 
better seems to be catching on 
with American homebuyers. Jum- 
bo loans accounted for nearly 25 
percent of the total loan dollar vol- 
ume in 1994, according to data 
from the Home Mortgage Disclo- 
sure Act. Jumbo loans are mort- 
gages that exceed the convention- 
al loan limit, currently $227,150, 
established by Freddie Mac and 
Fannie Mae. 

"Today's homeowners want 
more bedrooms, more bathrooms, 
more storage. It's that simple," said 
Tim Cranston, vice president region- 
al manager for the Grayslake area of 



Norwest Mortgage, Inc., the nation's 
leading provider of home mortgages. 
"However, the challenge becomes fi- 
nancing a substantially larger loan at 
costs associated with an average size 
loan." 

Financing expensive homes has 
traditionally required a borrower to 
obtain a jumbo loan. Because these 
loans are not traditional loans, they 
demand higher interest rates; and 
thus, require higher monthly mort- 
gage payments. 

However, Cranston said today's 
homebuyers do have solutions to the 
potentially higher rates that come 
with jumbo loan. "Lenders can offer 



new 'blended' mortgage products. 
These allow homebuyers to split a 
loan over $227,150 into two loans. 
By doing so, a borrower may avoid 
the higher interest rates of jumbo 
loans and all or most of the required 
mortgage insurance." 

The following example was pro- 
vided by Cranston to compare a' 
standard jumbo loan vs. a "blended" 
jumbo loan. Borrower "A" takes out 
7.5 percent 30-year fixed loan on a 
$234,000 loan. Borrower "B" splits 
the $234,000 loan into two loans- a 
7.25 percent 30-year fixed loan of 
$195,000 and a 7375 percent 5-year 
ARM loan on the remaining $39,000. 



After 10 years, borrower "A" has paid 
a total of $19633920, while borrow- 
er "B" has paid $191,952.00-a 
$4387.20 difference. 

"The 'blended' loan allows 
borrowers to save hundreds, if not 
thousands, of dollars over the life 
of their loan," Cranston said. "The 
difference is seen immediately, 
too, with lower monthly pay- 
ments."
